TAKE PLACE OF 
dTYFOVNTAIN 

city and County and OrgantiaUoDN 
Ma) Be Asked to Contribute to 
Meaoiial Monument for World 
War Hereea. 

It became known Thursday that a 
movement baa been started within the 
paat few days to erect in Market atreet 
on tho praient aite of thepity fountain, 
an attraetlT* memorial Inonument In 
bonor of the Ifyoa county aoldters 
who oQored their lifas a aaor'iflce Cor 
their country during the recent World 
War. ' • 

This proposition will probably be 
presented to City Council at Its next 
regular meeting, It was learned on 
authority Thursday morning. 

Those who arc suggesting the plan 
claim that tho city fountain has failed 
to serve Us purpose and ia no longer 
either aervloeable or ornamental and 
that it should be removed and in- Its 
place an attractive ' memorial monu- 
ment erected whiob might honor the 
Maaon oounty men who lost their Uvea 
in the-world war as well »■ thoie who 
were enabled to return home after do- 
ing their bit for their country. 

The plan as being sugRcstcd Is that 
the American Legion bo .i-islated in its 
purpose by city and county as well na 
by local organizations who dosirc to 
have a part in such a memorial. The 
Woman's Club has taken much inter- 
est 'in honoring the soldiers and in 
their effort to ralae funda for a Me- 
morial Balding w^re vary active. It 
Is expected that thla' very influential 
organization will lend ita support to 
>sucb a plan and be of great assistance 
in making It successful. 

It is not tU(> purpose of those sug- 
gesting tho plan th.".t tho Memorial 
Monument shall he a very expensive 
one but they hope, to have an attrac 
tlve shaft about which captured Ger- 
man artillery, which might be obuin 
od through the good offices of our 
congraaiman and Senator might bo

TAFT IS HABDIKG^ 

CHOICE FOB CHIEF JUSTICE. 

Waahlngton, May 26. — President 

Harding haa decided to appoint Wil- 
liam Howard Taft to the office of chief 
justice of the United States, as succes- 
sor to the late FIdwarti Douglas White, 
it was learned today. 

Contrary to expectations that the 
big appointment would not be made 
until October, the nomination of Taft 
may go to the Senate within a week. 
In thla event, ahould the Senate act 
promptly in oonfinpation, the new 
chief laatice might take hii sSnt on 
June 6, the laat day of the preaent 
term. 

It was learned the White House had 

asked Washington friends of the for- 
mer president whether ho would ac- 
cept till' anpointment and the reply 
haa come back that lie would.

Frankfort, Ky., May ?6. - Three 
convlcto, one of them a life-termer, 
Wednesday escaped from the State Re- 
formatory hero by seizing an automo- 
bile belonging to an ofTlclnl of a shirt 
company whlclj has ii factory In the 
prison and dashlni; cut of the com- 
pound unlc (liirlnx a lii.avy rain 

The convicts were Charles H. Smith, 
a life prisoner, and R. K. Bradburj; 
and W. T. Jones, serving terms from 
Louisville for robbery. 

The men were seen by auarda as 
they drove paat the outer gate of the 
reformatory and immediately chaae 
waa atarted. They drove the car up 
a blind street, that ends at the top of 
a hill near the Versailles pike and 
were forced to abandon the car 

They then climbed out, ran across 
the hill Imck of the .State Arsenal and 
down to the bank of tho Kentucky 
Uiver. There ttioy seized a skiff and 
crossed, landing at tho stables of the 
(Jovernor's mansion. They managed 
however ,to make their getaway across 
the Capitol grounds and now are bc^ 
iievcd to be somewhere on the Louis 
ville pike. ' 

Superintendent Bastian has a posse 
of guards searching the countryside 
for them. 

Bradbury and Jones both wero sent 
to the reformatory from Ixniisvllle 
May fi, 1920, for participating In the 
same robbery. Both were serving ten- 
year sentences. 

Smith was ( onvicted Of tho murder 
of a C. & 0, railroad detective named 
Kerman at Ashland and was received 
at the reformatory February 18, 1919. 

All of the escaped oonvlcta are 
hardened oharaotera, according to of- 
ficials at the reformatory. All served 
at least one term In prison prior to 
being received here.

The converaatlon proceeded for aev- 
eral minutea and then came the ellmax 
The new acquaintances liked Brooks 
and offered to divide with him the 
procbeds of a well-filled pooketbook 
that had been "found." He was to re^ 
celve a third of the "fortune," but it 
was found the money could not be di- 
vided equally as the bills were in 
large denominations. 

So Brooks took a car to N'icholas- 
ville and came back with all his sav- 
ings, $312. This ho turned over to his 
new-found friends and the money was 
to be divided Tuesday when the three 
were scheduled to meet again at the 
sumo place. 

Tuesday came and with It came 
Brooks, bnt the other twoi failed to 
keep the appointment A greit light 
began to'dawn upon the visitor. It be- 
came brighter after the lost pocket- 
book scheme, well known In police cir- 
cles, bad been explained by Detective 
Maloney. 

Today HiDoks is back home to begin

River battle tone was resumed. 

Captain Norton of the sute Police 
sent the report of the killings to Cap- 
tain J. a. Brockus, the latter said. 

Private Kackley, a West Vlrglula 
trooper ,and Manley Vnughan of the 
Kentucky m«ltla were killed, and 
Qeorgo crum ,a civilian, waa wounded, 
the advices said. 

When word of the shooting was re- 
ceived state police offldala ordered the 
•Norfolk ft Wektom Railroad Compaay 
to prepare a apeclal train for an Im- 
mediate run to Nolan. 

Nolan is lo&ted on the West \'lr- 
glnia-Kentucky border on the Tug 
niver, opposite the line which divides 
I'Iko and Martin counties Kentucky.
